Mind Manipulator 


Once you've got frequency response, signal to noise ratio and dynamic range whipped, the difference 
between the sound of your home stereo and the excitement of ‘being there live’ is all in your head.

You're no dummy. Close your eyes. 
Have someone make noises in different 
parts of the room you're in. You'll have 
almost no problem determining exactly 
where each sound was made. 

The reason you can locate the sound 
so easily, is that your brain interprets the 
incredibly small micro-second differen- 
ces between the time the sound reaches 
your right and left ears. Your smart brain 
continually ‘tests’ the sound. 

TOO SMART 

So, when we all lived in the jungle and 
relied on sound placement to stay alive, 
we survived. When we heard lions to the 
left or tigers to the right, we knew which 
direction to run. 

But when you listen to your stereo 
system, your brain keeps doing the job it 
was intended to do. It accurately ‘locates’ 
your two speakers. 

Unfortunately, too much sound is pin- 
pointed and localized by your brain. Plus, 
many of the brain’s natural location cues 
are lost in the recording process. 

LOST IN THE CROWD 

With so many sounds coming from 
: the two relatively small distinct speaker 
points, the sound can be muddy, unreal- 
istic and lack live presence. 

In a live concert, you are exposed to a 
wide field of sound, with each instru- 
ment coming from a different location. 

While stereo does‘spread’ the sound, 
it lacks the 3 dimensional quality that it 
would have in a field or at a concert. 

ILLUSION 

Now from BSR comes a way to man- 
ipulate your brain into recreating the 
perception of a wide ‘soundfield’. 

Imagine sitting in front of astage with 
an orchestra spread out before you. Now 
imagine the widespread realistic sound 
you're about to enjoy in your own home. 

BSR, utilizing the latest solid state 
components, the latest hearing research 
and some innovative designing, is about 
to paint a panorama of sound throughout 
your listening area. 

There’s no change in frequency re- 
sponse. There’s nochange in distortion. 
But, wait till you hear the improvement 
in width, height and depth of your music. 

HERE'S HOW IT WORKS 

Normally you hear sound coming di- 
rectly from your speakers, with some 
sounds like a vocalist seeming to come 
from the center. l 

The BSR Spatial Enhancer compares 
the signal going to each channel thou- 
sands of times each second. It then en- 
hances only the elements of separation. 

By a distortion free process, it simul- 
taneously amplifies all side sounds. This 
makes these sounds appear to come 
from farther to each side. 

The middle will sound richer. And as 
each part of your music diverges from 
center, it will be drawn more to the sides 
as well as forward and back, creating a 
vastly wider and deeper field of sound. 

In addition to losing track of where 
your speakers are located, you will per- 
ceive cleaner, more separated sound. It 
will sound incredibly richer and drama- 


tically more distinct, because instruments 
will be next to each other rather than on 
top of each other. 

There's an LED meter that shows the 
amount of separation between the chan- 
nels. The greater the number of LEDs lit, 
the more the spatial enhancement. There 
is NO ENHANCEMENT for monaural sig- 
nals because there are no left and right 
cues for the Spatial Enhancer to enhance.

LOTS OF USES 

My older son is taking tennis lessons. 
Making recordings of your swing out on 
the court is an ideal way to improve. He 
can really study his wrist and arm action. 

Here are some pictures of our resi- 
dent DAK tennis pro doing his thing for 
my cameras. Do you think his swing is 
good? (See previous page.)Of course, 
you can freeze the action at any point to 
really study your swing. 


It's also terrific out on the golf course 
for improving your golf swing. In fact, it’s 
such a powerful method of game improve- 
ment that they sell video cassettes show- 
ing you how to improve your game. 

Here’s our resident DAK golf pro dem- 
onstrating his skill for my cameras. On 
the video tape you could freeze the action 
frame by frame. (He asked me to tell you 
that he only looks fat in the picture be- 
cause of the effect of the number of ex- 
posures | needed to show his full swing.) 


With this system you can really refine 
your game. | can’t personally attest to 
improving your tennis or golf games, 
because l'm too busy writing catalogs to 
take time off to play. 

And anyway, when | was growing up, 
playing ping pong seemed to be an ex- 
travagant sport to me.

LIVING CHRISTMAS CARDS 

With video cassettes costing as little 
as $5, why not send one to an old friend 
who lives across the country. Wow, what 
a great way to revive old friendships. 

As many as 30% of all households are 
estimated to have VHS recorders. So, 
there's a good chance your old friends 
already have recorders. 


My wife is planning to send out about 
6 copies of a tape about us to her old 
‘pest’ friends in Akron, Ohio and Denver, 
Colorado and Phoenix, Arizona. 


Here’s the view from a twin engine 
island hopper we took to visit DAK’s 
retired controller while we were in Ha- 
waii. Unfortunately I’m not a private pilot, 
but just think of all the great moments 
you've had in the air that you can show 
on the ground. 


if you look at the picture below, you'll 
see my son heading for a soccer ball. If 
you're into comedy, you'd have to see 
the video to see him not only miss the 
ball, but end up flat on the ground. (He 
was fine as usual.) 


REALLY EASY 

Touch the trigger on the camera. The 
tape will start. Touch the trigger again 
and the tape will stop. 

You'll have easy TTL (through the lens) 
viewing. There’s a focus control and a 
3X zoom lens. A green LED shows you 
that you're recording and a red LED shows 
you if there’s not enough light. 

But don't worry about light. You need 
only 35 lux, which is about normal room 
light for perfect recordings. 

A 4-position switch lets you optimize 
the camera for standard incandescent 
light bulbs, fluorescent bulbs, full sun, or 
cloudy days. It’s easy; it's quick, and 
you'll be amazed at the results. 

A unidirectional electret condenser 
mike mounted on the camera picks up 
the sound with astonishing clarity. 

You'll have loads of features, including 
speed search, still frame, audio dub- 
bing, and automatic fine editing. 

You'll particularly like the remote con- 
trol because it allows you to freeze frame, 
advance frame by frame, and activate 
fast forward or reverse visual scan. 

A FRANK COMPARISON OF 
CAMCORDERS AND SEPARATES 
There are two types of video systems 


on the market, and a dizzying array of 


formats. Let’s look at formats first. 

Camcorders use 8 millimeter casset- 
tes, mini VHS, Beta or full size VHS. 
Obviously, standard VHS cassettes with 
their 100% compatibility with all VHS 
home units and their 6 hour recording 
capability are our choice. 

The problem is that while a few of the 
smaller format cameras with 20 minute 
recording capability can weigh some- 
what less than 5 pounds, VHS camcor- 
ders can weigh over 8 pounds 


Emerson's system has a camera that. 


only weighs 1.54 pounds. Holding up 8 
pounds to your eye can be a real pain. 


recorder at 10.6 pounds, it weighs more 
overall. But, the 10.6 pound recorder is 
supported by a comfortable shoulder 
strap. So, you only hold the 1.54 pound 
camera up to your eye. 

And, with separates, you can take the 
recorder without the camera for dub- 
bing or playing tapes. 

It's impossible to say which format 
will eventually win the contest. But, whe- 
ther it's separates like the Emerson, or 
full size VHS camcorders, your tapes 
will be 100% compatible. 

AT HOME TOO 

You'll get a TV tuner that turns this 
recorder into a standard home video 
recorder. You can record off the air VHF 
2-13 and UHF 14-83. 

The recorder has both VHF channel 3 
and 4 output capability, so you can con- 
nect the recorder to any TV. 

It also has ‘video’ inputs and outputs, 
so you can connect it directly to a TV 
monitor or to any other video recorder. 

Just use normal ‘audio’ type RCA patch 
cords for really clean copies of casset- 
tes. So, it’s a portable dubbing machine. 

There’s an adjustable shoulder strap. 
And, it’s backed by a limited warranty. 

CAPTURE YOUR FAMILY

It's not like using expensive film that 
has to be processed.

In fact, we rode a roller coaster 4 
times to get the pictures on the previous 
page. It’s really hard holding on for your 
life while you try to shoot pictures. But, 
the tape sure is a blast to watch. 


Of course, when you add Emerson's 


UNNECESSARY OPTIONS 
Basically the system comes with every- 
thing you need. But, here are a few extras. 

You can order extra rechargeable bat- 
teries. Each charge (2% to 4 hours) gives 
you about an hour of recording. So, if 
you want to record more than an hour 
without recharging, an extra battery is 
just $24.95 ($2 P&H) Order No. 4363. 

You can operate this system from your 
car, boat or plane's 12V cigarette lighter. 
The cable is just $9.95 ($1 P&H) Order 
No. 4364. | 

What if you're alone and you want to 
record yourself. We have a tripod for the 
camera. (Yes, there's a standard tripod 
mount on the camera.) You absolutely 
do not need this to hold the camera 
steady when you're recording on the 
move. But, if you're working alone, it's 
just $39 ($4 P&H). Order No. 4365. 

Finally, if you're out in the bushes where 
you don't have access to a TV and you'd 
like to show off your tapes, we've got an 
AC/DC black and white (D cells not in- 
cluded) 5” TV for just $69 ($5 P&H) 
Order No. 4366. 

Or, you can go in style with an AC/DC 
5” color set (D cells not included) for just 
$199 ($7 P&H). Order No.4367. 

Of course, any TV anywhere will work 
perfectly with this system, so chances 
are you don't need any of the optional 
accessories.

Prepare for bone jarring bass and dramatically clear highs from these newly developed 15” 3-way 5 speaker 
systems that nearly missed their chance to charm an audiophile’s ear. BSR moved its dbx and ADC divisions 


into one facility and these speakers almost became orphans. So now, Beis re youn ata Aek out price.

It's ashame. But, it's also a great oppor- 
tunity to get a pair of 15” audiophile 
loudspeakers with the newest in stereo 
imaging at a market-breaking price. 

Imagine a precisely matched mirror 
image pair of top-of-the-line BSR speak- 
ers that can effortlessly recreate the cata- 
clysmic impact of a full orchestral cre- 
scendo at full volume and yet offer flaw- 
lessly subtle sound detail to 21,500hz. 


You'll thrill to thunderous bass all the | 


way down to 26hz. Incredibly rich, full, 
vibrant sound at low volume will explode 
with life as you increase the volume. 

But before we examine the front speak- 
er complement, the twin overlapping 
crossovers and the top mounted sonic 
placement and ambiance speakers, let's 
see why they were almost orphaned. 

You see, BSR, the half billion dollar 
electronics giant, is the parent company 
of two of the best names in up-scale 
audio, dbx. and ADC. 

Last year dbx developed a new multi- 
thousand dollar speaker system called 
the Soundfield One which lets you sit 
virtually anywhere in your room and have 
full stereo imaging and terrific sound. 


BSR decided to consolidate ADC and - 


dbx into one building (still 2 companies) 

and put all its speaker efforts into dbx. 
POOR JACK 

Well, while dbx’s engineers were off 


designing their multi-thousand dollar | 


masterpieces, BSR’s Senior Acoustical 
Engineer (he had been Fisher's Chief 
Engineer for 10 years during its top end 
component stereo days), was designing 
BSR’s radically new speaker line.

It was a fantasy come true. 3 BSR divi- 
sion presidents plus senior engineers 
from Japan and America sat down with 
me and brainstormed. 

The subject was ‘the ultimate equalizer’. 
BSR brought their $1200 dbx 1020 
equalizer (dbx is another BSR division), 
and | brought my wish list of features. 

BSR brought 5hz to 100,000hz £ 1db 
quality requirements, and | brought a 
need to use their existing tooling so that 
| could maintain DAK’s close-out pricing. 

Above, is pictured the culmination of 
over a year of work. It’s an addition to 
your current stereo system that | per- 
sonally guarantee will infuse your music 
with such kaleidoscopic vibrance that it 
will knock your socks off. 

And, you're going to have my personal 
wish list’s control of your sound, both at 
the equalizer and by using its remote, 
that has never been matched. BSR de- 
signed the sound. I, as the ‘ultimate audio 
consumer’, chose the features. 

FOREPLAY | 
12 bands of control per channel (not 
the usual 10), a pink noise generator and 
a spectrum analyzer would make this 
the top of the line (up till now) system. 

Add a massive fluorescent display. A 
touch of a button changes the display 
from showing you the spectrum analyzer 
(above), to showing you the ‘electronic’ 
slider settings of the equalizer (below). 


Then, add instant memory buttons 
that let you store 4 complete curves for 
all 24 bands (12 per channel). 


For example, you can have one memory 
set for classical music and one for jazz. 
And look at this, for making cassettes 
for your car, you can store a curve with 
the highs accented. Or, for making casset- 
tes for your personal stereo, store a curve 
with the bass augmented. 

From the remote, you can detonate each 


of the 12 bands separately or in groups. 


on one channel or both. You can switch 
between the equalizer and the analyzer. 
And, you can access any of the 4 memor- 
ies and you can control system volume. 
NOW FOR THE ACTION, OR 
YOUR STEREO’S HIDDEN SOUNDS 

Forget conventional sliders. BSR’s all 
electronic equalizer lets you boost or cut 
each channel with the touch of an elec- 
tronic button. You can activate the left, 
right or both channels simultaneously. 

An equalizer isn't some magical device 
that manufactures sounds that don't exist. 
Most of the frequencies that will make 
your music sound really vibrantly alive 
are already in the recording. 

The problem is that very high and very 
low frequencies are generally recorded 
or reproduced with less volume than the 
mid-range. And frankly, that’s the dif- 
ference between Low Fi and Hi Fi. 

Just a 5db roll-off at the high end, up 
around 14,00QOhz, can just decimate the 
harmonics that give you the open feel- 
ing you'd experience at a live concert. A 
similar roll-off at 6Ohz causes the fun- 
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damental bass notes to just fade away. 


You can boost the low-bass at 25hz, 
40hz, and 63hz to animate specific areas 


or instruments. Just wait till you hear 
string basses emerge in your music. 
There's such life that you'll feel as if 
you can reach out and pluck a string. 
You'll add a warmth and fullness to your 
music at low levels that becomes foun- 
dation shaking thunder at high levels. 
Just boost the highs at 4,000hz, 8,000 
hz, and 16,000Ohz to add lifelike open- 
ness to your music. Wait till you hear the 
crash of a cymbal or the gentle sound of 
brushes on a snare drum. Wow, it's alive.

Now you can scientifically analyze 
your stereo listening room and test your 
equipment by using BSR’s Real Time 
Frequency Spectrum Analyzer.

So for $169, you'll not only be getting 
a duck that quacks properly to Hayes 
modems, but sings like a nightingale to 
your pocketbook and can save you a for- 
tune in time with its extra features. 

DUCK SOUP 

Any computer with an RS232 stan- 
dard serial port, will work flawlessly with 
this modem. And, virtually any modem 
or terminal software that’s compatible 
with Hayes, will be compatible with ADC. 

We've even got intelligent programs, 
cables, and interfaces (if you need them) 
to activate your IBM PC or Clone, and 
your Apple IIE or IIC. 

I've owned a Hayes 1200 baud modem 
for about 2 years. | just unplugged it and 
plugged in ADC's to operate my Hewlett- 
Packard dumb terminal which | use at 
home to monitor DAK’s computer.

And second, and 
maybe most important, some dealers 
will wait till the end of the year to push a 
deck knowing that the factory will ulti- 
mately have to lower the price to make 
way for the new models.

"It’s not red. And it has no aroma. But 
not only is it not just a rose amongst the 
thorns, Mura’s all new name dialing 2- 
line conferencing speakerphone is the 
rose amongst roses. 

As president of DAK, I've tested hun- 
dreds of phones. Some are very good 
and you will find them in DAK’s catalog. 
But, I’ve never used a better sounding, 
more useful phone, at home or at the 
office, than the phone pictured above.

Just clip the mike wherever you sit and test your room.

Olivetti thought they'd capture the entire medical market by producing a $645 full size, daisy wheel, all elec- 
tronic typewriter with full automatic correction in off-white instead of black. Unfortunately their sales force 
didn't know what to to do with it so DAK closed out over 7500 for $249. But look what you'll get now for S21 7.50.

Well, in Olivetti’s quest for diversifi- 
cation, they also produced a typewriter 
with the same keyboard, the same daisy 
wheels, the same ribbon and the same 
lift off correction system under their 
Underwood name. Here’s how | de- 
scribed the last machine. 

Scalpel, clamps, typewriter. No, Oli- 
vetti didn’t think that this totally elec- 
tronic, dual keyboard, full size machine 
would really be used in operating rooms. 

But, they did think that if they pro- 
duced their legendary Praxis 41 in off- 
white instead of plain black, they might 
be able to lock up big hospital contracts. 

After all, here was a full size office 
typewriter with interchangeable daisy 
wheel printing, whose color would be 
customized for the medical profession. 

With single key lift off correction, errors 
simply disappear. And, bills could be 
raised at will. With one touch electronic 
margin and tab setting, neat itemized 
bills could be rendered quickly. 

And look at this. Vertical rule lines 
can be automatically added to any or all 
tab locations. You'll have really profes- 
sional looking columns for reports. 

There’s even a switchable second key- 
board with scientific and foreign symbols. 
This typewriter can squeeze 15 char- 
acters into an inch so you can fill out all 
those complicated government forms. 
And, a front panel switch lets you choose 
10, 12, or 15 characters to the inch. 

The interchangeable daisy wheels are 
available in 10, 12, or 15 character to 
the inch sizes and let you choose formal, 
informal or even script type faces.

So, for business letters, for re- 
sumes, for reports or whenever you need 
professional ‘typewritten’ letters, this 
printer from Silver Reed is ideal. 

So, for your office or for your home, 
now you can have 100% office quality 
printing for just $199. And just imagine, 
you can edit your letters and let your 
computer retype them. 

Plus, we're even offering you a Word 
Processing Program Bonus for $5 to get 
you typing when your printer arrives.

Dot matrix letters are easy to read but 
lack the ‘personal’, professional touch. 
But, they do have advantages. 

Dot matrix printers are faster. An aver- 
age dot matrix printer prints at about 50 
characters per second. Some even print at 
speeds above 100 characters per second. 

Most daisy wheel printers print at 10 
to 12 characters per second and this one 
is no exception. The fastest daisy wheels 
print at 30 to 40 characters per second. 

Dot matrix printers can quickly print 
charts, pictures and graphics. Only the 
very sophisticated daisy wheel printers, 
like this one, can use their ‘periods’ to 
very slowly create limited graphics. 

So, if you want to print letters and 
reports that look professional, then a 
daisy wheel is for you. If you want graphics 


ALL THE AUTOMATION 
All its features are compatible with 
most major word processing programs, 
such as Word Star, so you can easily 
pick and choose just what you want.

You can set 
the left margin from your computer's 
keyboard. DAK letterhead requires a 1%” 
left margin, so | really use this feature. 

You can set and clear tabs. You can 
set horizontal spacing, ‘pitch’, for expand- 
ed or contracted letter spacing. 

Standard line feeding is 6 lines per 
inch. But you can increase or decrease 
the spacing as you require. 

You can turn on or off automatic under- 
line. Now that may be easy on a type- 
writer, but it’s not easy for a computer, 
and the typesetter I’m using can't do it. 

You can print in Bold, which | can do 
on this typesetter, as can many of the 
newest office typewriters. 

You can print both subscripts and super- 
scripts by having the printer half-line feed 
or negative half-line feed right in the 
middle of a line. So, for symbols or em- 
phasis, you can do it all with this printer. 

EASY TO USE 

When you switch on the printer, it’s 
preset for 11” paper, but you can set the 
form length to 8”, 11”, 12” or 15” to suit 
your needs. Whenever the printer re- 
ceives a FF code, it will feed paper to the 
top of the next page. (This is most useful 
when you have the tractor feed). 

There are dozens more features you 
can use, but remember, for plain letters, 
just turn on the machine.

It's not for everyone, but if you re thrilled by the dramatically alive bass at a live concert, and if your stereo 
system has what it takes, now you can synthesize the bass that can't be recorded on records and tapes. 


By Drew Kaplan 
It's not there. You can’t boost it with 
an equalizer. And, you certainly can't 
improve it with a regular bass control. 
The subharmonic bass frequencies that 
add startling realism and excitement to 
a live concert, and the feeling of fullness 
‘and warmth at low levels aren't usually 
captured in the recording process. 
But, before we even discuss how this 
synthesizer actually creates frequencies 
between 27.5hz and 50hz that don't 
exist in your music, from frequencies in 
the 50hz to 110hz range that do exist in 
your music, let’s look at your equipment. 
l NOT FOR EVERYONE 
First, let's be practical. If you don't 


-already have an equalizer in your system, 


this Sub-Sonic Synthesizer isn't for you. 
An equalizer is the single most impor- 
tant sound enhancement device you can 
add to any system to literally make it 
explode with life. And, that’s where I'd 
improve my system’s sound first. 
While an equalizer boosts frequencies, 
the synthesizer creates new frequencies 
to bring exciting life to your music. 
Most records and prerecorded tapes 
are rolled off at 5|0hz because the record 
grooves can't handle lower signal, and 
tapes are easily saturated by low bass. 
Very low bass consumes a lot of power. 
So, this synthesizer will certainly over- 
load your amplifier and cause clipping if 


- you don't have at least 35 watts of power 


per channel (50 watts is better). 
You'll appreciate the sound improve- 
ment if your speaker systems have 10” 


-= woofers, but you should hear it with 12”, 


or 15” woofers, or even a subwoofer. 

Finally, your speaker's power han- 
dling capacity must at least equal your 
amplifier’s output. If you get the idea 
that you're going to be adding a lot of 
exciting bass power, you're right. 

But don’t worry, at 28hz, 34hz, 40hz 
and 50hz, the bass will be powerful but 


‘not boomy, awesome but precise, and 


thundering but totally realistic. 
You see, every frequency has harmon- 
ics, and all you are doing is re-inserting 


the original harmonics. Even with CDs, 


you can add powerful subharmonics that 
improve their phenomenal sound. 

In fact, part of why they sound so good 
is that they come closer to naturally re- 


producing these synthesized frequencies | 


than any previous recording medium. 
WHAT YOU CAN EXPECT 


ADC says of this synthesizer which 


they sell to night clubs where records 
are played, “By re-creating the natural 
subharmonics that were taken out dur- 
ing the recording process, music takes 
on a new life, a new power. It has to be 
felt to be believed.”

because these low frequencies move like 
an earthquake through neighbor's walls. 

At very low levels, you'll enjoy an en- 
riched fullness that will make your music 
caress and lull you. It almost seems to 
wrap itself around you. 

At normal listing levels, your music 
will have an electric charge that you will 
feel as much as hear. The floor will shake, 
and your body, not just your ears, will be 
part of the listening experience. 

At high levels, turn down the syn- 
thesizer. Most likely neither your ampli- 
fier, speakers nor walls can handle the 
load. What's really exciting about the 
synthesizer is that you don't have to 
crank up your stereo to enjoy the benefits. 

EASY INSTALLATION 

Just insert it after your tape deck in 
the tape loop or between your preamp 
and amp.

It's true. When | used to work in a 
tweak HiFi store, we always used to laugh 
at the people who came in looking for 5 
foot, 8 inch oak stereo systems. 

Since then, I've never considered hav- 
ing DAK sell a console system because 
they typically are ‘all show and no go’. 

But, Magnavox, a division of Phillips 
(the audiophile manufacturer), pulled a 
really sneaky trick. They sent over the 
individual components, without send- 
ing the hand rubbed lacquer finished 
cabinet, which is made of selected ash 
and ash veneers. 

They also didn't send the beautiful 
beveled black glass top. So, | evaluated 
the components with my own speakers. 
SO WHAT'S HE SELLING ANYWAY 

Well, first imagine a 70 watt per chan- 
nel integrated amplifier with no more 
than 0.05% THD from 20hz to 20,000hz. 
Then add a quartz synthesized digital 
tuner with 8 AM and 8 FM pre-sets. 

Then add a semi-automatic turntable 
with an extra low mass tone arm, anti- 
magnetic aluminum platter and hydrau- 
lic cueing. Of course, there’s a magnetic 
cartridge, complete with diamond stylus 
with a 20hz to 20,000hz response. 

And finally, add a servo-solenoid soft- 
touch auto reverse cassette deck with 
both Program Search and Dolby C. And, 
be informed that the auto reverse deck 
will never stop. So, you can have an 
evening of uninterrupted music. 

If you’re not already up to a $799 
value, add two 10” 3-way superb sound- 
ing speaker systems to this system.

Imagine dialing a number and hook- 
ing up to a free Electronic Bulletin Board 
where people post messages about every- 
thing, from new jokes (I’ve signed on a 
joke bulletin board) to computer equip- 
ment they want to sell. 

It's like the bulletin boards | used to 
see when | was a student at UCLA. Of 
course, there are specialized boards for 
specific subjects. There are data bases 
that list 6500 references about coffee, 
to some on agriculture that have over a 
million reference articles. 

Some are free, some cost money. But 
until you are on-line yourself, no brief 
description that | can give you will even 
scratch the surface of what's available. 

Are very many people on-line? Well, 
just look at the screen below and you'll 
see that when | logged on, | was the 
25,749th caller on this local board. 


Is it very hard to log on? Well, all you 
do is call the number, press return on 
your computer and you're on. And the 
screen in the center of the main picture 
above is indicative of the kind of ‘Help’ 
information you'll find on most systems. 

Below is another opening bulletin 
board screen. You can see just how sim- 
ple it is to connect and get started. 


WHAT ABOUT PAY DATA BASES? 

There are a number of superb pay data 
bases such as The Source and Com- 
puServe. The amount of information you 
can get from them is mind-boggling. 

In the main picture, you'll see part of 
CompuServe'’s financial menu, but there 
is so much more. They have on-line finan- 
cial information they call ‘Disclosure 
Statements’, which are like 10K reports, 
on about 9000 public companies. 

You can see the balance sheet of any 
public company. Check out the company 
you work for. Check on acompany trying 
to hire you. Or check on a company with 
which you may want to do business. 


They have an encyclopedia, 1300 re- 
cipes, a review on how. new cars match 
up, business news clippings, games and 
so much more that you'll never see it all. 

We're offering a book that lists over 
1100 data bases, pay and free, as | men- 
tioned earlier, that contain 6500 refer- 
ences about coffee, to one with 2,000,000 
on agriculture. 

| know it’s trite, but the world really 
has entered the information age with a 
vengeance. You'll find informative data 
bases on economics, medicine, and law.

HES OUTGOING 


Most of these boards which are avail- 
able all around the country, seem to be 
free. But beware, some are X rated. 

Anyway, what you do is fill in a ques- 
tionnaire. Then you browse through other 
people’s questionnaires. 

If you find someone you like, just leave 
them a message. They will check out your 
questionnaire, and if they like you, they'll 
leave you a private message which may 
contain an address or a phone number. 
The boards are public, the messages 
appear to be secret. 

COMPUTER TO COMPUTER 

All transmissions are standard, so it 
doesn’t matter if you are talking to an 
IBM, a Commodore, an Apple or you name 
it.

OK, all you recording nuts. ..Now you 
can record on, set levels for, and record 
between 4 tape decks at once, and more. 
And, you'll have a father or son choice. 

THE FATHER 

It's true. If you are already a DAK cus- 
tomer, you own an average of 2.3 tape 
decks. (Outside of a statistics class, that's 
2 or 3 decks each.) 

Anyway, as president of DAK, you'd 
expect me to own more tape decks than 
average. Well, you'd be right. | own 11, 
not including portables. And, 4 of them 
are in my studio where | write these ads. 

In order to make tapes, test tapes and 
make copies of tapes, I’ve done a lot of 
cable switching, but NO MORE. 

I've been trying to get someone to 
make a tape deck selector that would let 
me and all you other tape nuts switch 
between recorders, dub tapes to several 
decks at once, or simply not have to re- 
cable any time we want to make a copy. 

Plus, | need to set standard input and 
output levels for my decks. And, that 
doesn't even count figuring out how to 
get an equalizer to my decks so that I can 
have great sounding cassettes in my car 
and in my portables. 

ENTER HARRY 

Harry is the president of Numark, the 
studio disco company. He makes mix- 
ers, equalizers and all sorts of similar 
professional equipment. 

So, Harry made just for me, (of course 
knowing Harry he'll sell it to all the stu- 
dios too) a black box that does every- 
thing | wanted and more. 

HERE'S WHAT IT DOES 

Look to the left in the picture above. 
Each of the orange buttons controls the 
output of one of 4 tape decks. If you push 
in a button, that deck will be ‘on-line’. 

Then a linear volume control above 
each button sets the line level. You can 
push 1, 2, 3 or all4, and even mix them. 

Now look under the meters. The first 
4 numbered buttons control the signal 
going to the recorders. Push 1-4 depend- 
ing on how many tapes you want to 
make. For example, if you push 2 on the 
playback monitor, and 1, 3 and 4 on the 
record input, you'll make 3 copies. 

Push all4 record buttons and the right 
hand ‘line’ button, and you can make 4 


copies of whatever you have coming 
from your stereo system.
